FAMOUS HEADSMEN.

Nufilans Who Eave Acted un Execu-
tioners in nn:ra Gone By.

Although that “drend mirister of fate,”
the executioner, has been universally de-
spised, some men who have carried out
tha last sentence of the luw have enjoyed
o certain kind of fame in their vocation.
The man who beheaded Anoe Doleyn was
brought over from France on account ot
the great celebrity he hud obtained as a
shedder of blood. The London execu-
ticoer at ope time had asort of rank,
which insured bim profitable engagc-
ments in distant counties, these latter not
beiog sufficiently affluent to 1ndulge in
the luxnry of such a fanctionary for their
owa excluisve use. Wken Bishop Fisher
m 1535, was bmughl to the seaflold we
read: “The executioner being ready todo
his officc hneeled down to him, as the
fashion 15, and ssked him his rnr'nvcuesp.
+] forgive thee,’ seid the braveold prelate,
‘with all my heurt snd I trust thou sbu!t
see me overcome this storm lustily.”

The Countess vl Salisbury,. who suffered
in the same reign, did not imitate the
meek resignation of the bishop, and in
consequence, the executioner was obliged
10 sct a sumewhat ferocions part. Den ¥-
ing the justice of the sentence under
which she wus to die, the noble lady re-
fused to lay her hesd on the block.
“She told the man,"” says Hume. “that i
Le would have ber head, he must win it
the best way he could, and shaking ber
venerable gray locks, she ran about the
seaffold, and the executioner followed her
with his ax. aiming many iruitless blows
at her neck befoie be was able to give the
fata! stroke.”

tence of the law Into effect upon his asso-
ciates, The father rejected life on such
terms, a8 did tbe elder son: but John, the

Mr. Kimball’s dog
I ad been sick, and one day while he was
landling it the animal’s teeth came in
contact with s master's face, causing
1lood to flow from his nose and making
a scratch on bis upper lip. The dog was
thot soon aflter, owing to its strange be-
hsvior.

Nearly three weeks had passed. Ope
Saturday as he was about lo get shaved,
when the barber lathered his lip, Mr.
Kimball sprang from his chair 1o violent
convulsions, from which he soon recov-
ered. His shaving was then finished, but
lie went through a sccond spasm before
leaving the barber shop. o

Thereafter when about to taste food or
drink he went into convulsions. He was
vory deliberate and rational about Ius
condition. He went to Bosion and bade
his customers good bye, telling them he
was about to die. He wrote a letter to
his wife, saying he had the hydrophobia;
that he would try to control himsslf so as
to injure no one; that be wished her to
rerain with him to the last, but if he be-
came violent to give him mmethm

He was a powerful man, but'he id as
much as be could to belp others in con-
trolling himself. Monday alternoon he
beeame so violent that several men had to
hold mm, and he begged them to kill
him, crying out for more of the morphine,
which had been used to quiet bim. On
that night he died.
